2. Claims 4 -10, 12, 13, 16-20, 22-26, and 27 -34 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularly or in a combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
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features as presented independent claims 30 - 34, for example which include a 
refractory metal reflector and the refractory metal comprises tungsten (w), molybdenum 
(Mo), tantalum (Ta), Rhenium (Re), and /or Niobium (Nb) (claims 30, 31, and 34); and a 
mask layer over the reflective layer and patteming and developing mask layer to form a 
mask and etching reflective layer except a portion underlying mask and portion 
comprises reflector (claim 32); and forming a reflector and a dielectric layer over the 
reflector and etching thin film resistive layer except a portion under mask and portion 
comprises thin film resistor (claim 33).
